Sizing Paper. 


Irs HistoRIcaAL DEVELOPMENT. 


(Translated for Taz Paper Trapeze Journat from the 
report of Dr. C, Wurster.} 
(Continued. } 

Crystallized soda, or soda crystals, appears to 
be the most favorable agent in the sizing of 
paper, since it unites all of the desirable proper- 
ties, and is exempt from the defects which we 
have just puinted out. 

The price of crystallized soda is, by reason of 
its chemical yield of oxide of sodium, higher 
than that of the other products; but the largest 
expense which can result from its employment 
in sizing is compensated in great measure by the 
precision of the results obtained. Aside from 
this it is easy enough for every factory to pre- 
pare, itself, the necessary quantity of crystal- 
lized soda for its own sizing. The employment 
of salts of potash has been suggested, but these, 
costing much dearer than the salts of soda and 
producing no better results, should be set aside. 

If we seek among the numerous recipes given 
up to this time for the proportions of soda and 
rosin to be used in the manufacture of resinous 
soaps, we find such a varied collection that it 
seems impossible to make a judicious selection. 

Having at length become acquainted with the 
nature of the sizing, we are in position to ac- 
complish our purpose with comparative ease. 

The proportions of soda and rosin to be em- 
ployed in the preparation of the vegetable size 
wi’? dpend entirely upon the nature of the 
produét which is desired, These proportions 
are fixed in all the different processes which we 
may make use of. It is useless, on the one hand, 
to employ more than the quantity of soda neces- 
sary to transform all the rosin into resinate of 
soda, and, on the other hand, the physical prop- 
erties of the rosin soap and of the free rosin 
prescribe a certain limit, where the solution of 
the rosin in the resinate is no longer complete, 
and where, consequently, the rosin precipitated 
by the water is no longer in a milky state, but 
in flocks (lumps). We cannot, then, increase at 
pleasure the quantity of free rosin in solution in 
the rosin soap. 

Chemical theory gives us about the quantities 
necessary for the preparation of pure resinate 
of soda. Let the rosin be of pure pyroligneous 
acid (Co.H»O3), we could explain the reaction 
which cccurs in dissolving the rosin in the soda 
by the following equivalent: 

2Ca0H 00, + CO;Na, = 2C2.H.»0,Na + CO, + HO 
We should have, then, according to the theory, 
for 604 of rosin 106 of pure carbonate of soda, 
or 286 of soda crystals; or, for 100 of rosin 16.5 
of pure carbonate of soda, or 45.6 of soda crys 
tals. 

As the colophony (rosin) is never pure, a lesser 
quantity of soda would suffice. We have always 
obtained an entire solution of rosin by using, for 
100 kilos of rosin, 40 to 42 kilos of the soda crys- 
tals of commerce. The dissolution of the rosin 
will be more readily effected in heating by steam 
in a rather deep copper boiler with a double bot- 
tom. It is not necessary to have the boiler 
double in its entire depth, the contact of the 
scum with the inner lining superheated by the 
steam giving no benefit, but rendering the care 
of the operation more difficult for the workman. 

In some factories, the boiler which is used for 
dissolving the sizing matters is mounted upon a 
scaffolding sufficiently high to allow of decanting 
and filtering the liquid directly from the boiler, 
and is provided with tubes of sufficient length. 
To facilitate the egress, and to prevent the rosin 
and salts from choking the clearing tubes at its 
junction with the boiler the tube is closed by a 
valve, which is removed when decanting the 
liquid. As we have already explained, the very 
numerous methods suggested for the prepara- 
tion of sizing, resolve themselves into but two 
processes: 1, The preparation of a rosin soap com- 
pletely soluble in water; this is brown sizing. 
2. The preparation of a rosin soap containing 
free rosin, and the precipitation of the free rosin 
toa milky state by diluting the soap with an 
excess of water. 

Rosin soap, which is entirely soluble in water, 
is prepared without the slightest difficulty. All 
those precautions whith are so often urged are 
useless. It will suffice to boil 80 to 100 litres of 
water. and dissolve in it 40 to 42 kilos of soda 
crystals, or an equivalent quantity of calcined 
soda; when dissolved, add 100 kilos of rosin re- 
duced to pieces of about the size of nuts. The 
effervescence begins at once, and is very active, 
while the rosin is entirely melted, so that the 
mass foams freely. After heating the mass, and 
constantly stirring it for half an hour or more, 
the foam, which up to this time was very dense, 
falls, and does not rise again sensibly, even with 
rather strong heating. This point once reached, 
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the rosin soap is prepared. 
taking warm distilled water, 
steam which is condensed in the double bottom 
of the boiler, and by dissolving the soap ina 
way to produce a rather concentrated solution; 
the soap should dissolve completely, leaving no

| lumps or milk or small particles of free rosin. 


If the presence of free rosin is developed, it 
should continue boiling; if, after some time, the 
rosin does not disappear, it is a sign that th re 
is a lack of soda, and there should be added a 
half kilo or a kilo more of soda crystals; then 
continue the boiling, making tests from time to 
The hot soap is run throuzh a sieve, in 


&c.), and it is fit for immediate use. 

The resinate of soda is soluble in water and in 
alcohol, insoluble in solutions of salts. By allow- 
ing the soap to cool, the resinate of soda separates 
from the lye, and precipitates in the form of soft 
The lye is of a 


coloring matter of the rosin. Many manufact- 
urers allow the soap weeks and even months to 
settle, in order to free itself from the lye. This 
precaution is quite reasonable, particularly after 
the use of an excess of soda, which, as we have 
seen, tinges the sizing much more palpably than 
might be supposed; on the other hand, the lye, 
in carrying off a portion of the coloring matter, 
will render the resin clearer. Sometimes the 
precipitated soap is washed with water. A more 
satisfactory result is obtained by taking, not 
pure water, which always dissolves a portion of 
the soap, but a solution of sea salt. 

To wash and clarify a soap properly, it is not 
alone sufficient to wash it cold; it is better to 
dissolve it in a third or a quarter of its own bulk 
of boiling water, with a little soda added, and 
when dissolved to add, while still heating, a few 
kilos. of sea salt. The soap will be at once pre- 
cipitated, and in a short time the lye may be 
poured off. Upon repeating this operation once 
or twice, the color of the rosin is sensitly im 
proved. Such rosin soap, in its concentrated 
form, is used directly in the pulp only by few 
manufacturers, and it is a very imperfect pro- 
cess, because there is no certainty that the soap, 
which dissolves witb difficulty, will be properly 
distributed through the entire mass of pulp: and 
then there are other reasons which we shall dis- 
cuss later. It is, therefore, preferable, all things 
considered, to dilute the rosin soap, make a siz- 
ing of it,as it were, before turning it into the 
engine. 

This soap can be diluted so as to contain 50 to 
75 grammes of rosin per litre. It requires 5 to 6 
kilos of rosin in soap form to properly size 100 
kilos of paper. But the results are not entirely 
infallible. To size satisfactorily it is necessary 
to join to this solution a certain quantity, more 
or less, of starch, and, at times, even gelatine. 
But these solutions containing rosin, starch and 
gelatine, are very susceptible and easily spoiled, 
particularly under temperatures ranging be- 
tween 30° and 40°. The results obtained from 
brown sizing or thoroughly dissolved rosin 
alone, without starch, are no longer satisfactory. 
The medium and thicker papers are sized, but 
the thinner ones are not or but indifferently so. 
The quality is improved by the rather generous 
addition of starch, but we have just intimated 
that the mixture of resin and starch is very li- 
able to decomposition.

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Apparatus for Producing a Vacuum in the 
Suction-Box. 





The illustration shows the design of an im- 
provement in the methods and apparatus for 
producing a vacuum in the suction-box of paper- 
machines, 

The object of the invention is to provide for 
paper-machines a methed and apparatus which, 
being automatic in operation, will insure a 
uniform vacuum under all varying cvircum- 
stances, which make other methods objectiona- 
ble, and one which is of easy construction and 
cheap. The invention consists in the method of 
producing a vacuum in the suction-box, and in 
the general construction and arrangement of 
the parts of the apparatus, so that the flowing of 
a volume of water downward through one pipe, 
or its equivalent, produces a vacuum in another 
leading to the snction-box. 

In the accompanying drawing is a view of 
the device, showing the outer pipe or case, T, 
and pipe O in section, with part of the pipe U 
broken away and in section at the point of con- 
nection with the pipe O. The pipe Dis shown 
within the shell T, and the coupling 8S represents 
the place of connection for the supply-pipe, 
while U represents the outlet or waste pipe. 
The operation is as follows; The suction-pipe D 
being connected with the suction-box in the 
ordinary way, water is admitted through 
the supply-pipe C to the space J, and flows down- 





through the opening between the end of 
suction-pipe Dand pipe O into the outlet-pipe 
U, carrying with it the air and water in pipe 
D, thus producing a vacuum in the  suction- 
pipe and box. The end L of pipe D is made 
tapering, as shown, for convenience in vary- 
ing the size of the opening between it and 
pipe O, and for convenience in adjusting 
a thread cut on pipe D, at its upper end. 
The outlet-pipe U is carried upward, as 
shown, far enough to keep the end L of 
pipe D continually in the water, thus prevent- 
ing the passage of air through it back into the 
suction box. The outlet pipe should be large 
enough to carry off all the water that will flow 
into it from the suction pipe, and through the 
space between the suction pipe and pipe O, thus 
preventing any overflow of water in the suction- 
box. The operation of this apparatus is auto- 
matic, as, when a large amount of water is flow- 
ing from the suction box out of the suction pipe, 
a comparatively small amount will flow from 
the space J through the opening; but when this 
supply is lessened, a larger amount flows down- 
ward from the space J and keeps a complete 
vacuum in the box. 

It will be seen that the same result would be 
accomplished if the shell T were connected with 
the suction box and pipe D were connected with 





the supply pipe. The parts of the apparatus are 
subjected to no wear, and may be made of any 
material which will hold water and has the 
requisite stiffness, 

It will also be seen that the exact shape of the 
parts are not material. For instance, the shell 
may be made square, or might be simply a tank 
or box of water; and the suction pipe may be a 
pipe of any material, as of rubber or wood, lead 
ing into the same; and if the pipes be arranged 
at the outlet-point, a vacuum will be produced 
by the outflowing water; or the water may pass 
from the space J into the suction-pipe through a 
series of holes of sufficient capacity. It is 
thought that the best way is to construct the 
outer shell of three-inch iron tubing, and the 
inner or suction pipe of one and a half inch iron 
tubing, and that the best result is obtained by 
arranging the parts as shown and described. 

The combination of an adjustable pipe and an 
escape pipe with an air-opening at the terminus 
of the adjustable pipe is admitted to be old in an 
inspirator. 

The inventors, George Dunn and Frank Hollis- 
ter, of North Wilbraham, Mass., claim: 1. The 
combination of the pipe D with pipes T and O. 
2. The combination of water chamber J, or its 
described equivalents, pipes D and O, or their 
described equivalents, and pipe U with the suc- 
tion box of a paper machine. 3. The combina- 
tion of suction pipe D, shell T, supply pipe C, 
pipe O, and bent outlet pipe U. 4. The combina- 
tion, in an apparatus for producing a vacuum in 
suction box of a paper machine, of an adjustable 
suction pipe, forming a connection with the suc- 
tion box, and arranged within a water chamber, 
and an outlet pipe of larger diameter, whereby 
the opening between the suction and outlet pipes 
can be varied. 5. The method of producing or 
maintaining a uniform vacuum in the suction 
box of a paper machine, which consists in the 
flow of a volume of water downward through a 
confined passage surrounding the suction pipe 
leading from the suction box.

Iam not going to say very much this week 
about business, as the complaint of dullness is 
getting quite monotonous. Yesterday I was 


telling a friend who is connected with a very 
large town firm that I had bought ten quires of 
decent paper for 8d., and he said it was a good 
price, too, considering the times! This paper | 
upon which I am now writing is the paper al- | 
luded to. You will find it a decent color, tolera- | 
ble strength, and generally respectable ap- 
pearance. It feels a little bit soft, but it is well 
sized. This paper is done up in packets, labeled 
and sent out by the paper-mills to be sold by 
wholesale people at.4d. Can you do writing 
paper at 4d. per five-quire packet‘ It there any 
prosperity in this,do you think? Does it not 
speak more plainly of the state of trade than 
any words? 

Envelopes are now selling at 6d. per 100, re- 
tail, and a shopon Ludgate Hill is especially 
conspicuous in propagating cheap stationery. 
These goods, writing paper at 6d. and envelopes 
at 6d. per 100, are not “job” stuff, but are 
genuine stock, and some mill is making regu- 
larly. The envelopes are made to keep the 
envelope machine moving. The secret at the 
bottom of it all is—the price of paper. 

The fibre markets are as they were last week, 
and if your readers wil] take the lists of prices 
asI sent them last_week they will be right. 
There is no change to report. A little more 
satisfactory business has been done in chemicals, 
especially in the export trade, and prices have 
been maintained. The demand is sufficiently 
strong to keep makers tolerably free from 
stocks, and this isall. The Board of Trade re- 
turns for last month show the following figures:

Mill news is not very bright. I am sorry to 
hear of the dreadful boiler explosion at Messrs. 
Fletchers, of Stoneclough near Manchester. 
This firm are noted for their splendid tints and 
colcred tissue and other papers. Their stand at 
Paris will not easily be forgotten. It appears 
one of their steam boilers burst and killed two 
or three people and did considerable damage. I 
trust that the accident is exaggerated. I don’t 
know the particulars as to the cause of the ex- 
picsion, but I expect it is the old tale of allowing 
the water to get too low. There is an excellent 
tell-tale in existence which by a loud whistle 
gives warning that the boiler is getting low. I 
recommend such an article, only costing a mere 
trifle, to all steam boiler proprietors. A stitch 
in time saves ninety and nine. 

Ienjoyed myself very much at Brighton last 
Saturday with Mr. Hook and his employees; the 
whole establishment and a large number of vis- 
itors went down to the seaside. We had a very 
fine day but a wet evening. I was very much 
pleased to observe that the reciprocity of feeling 
between the master and workmen which existed 
when I was connected with the mill had in no 
wise decreased. It wasa treat in these davs of 
almightiness to hear the speeches of Mr. Hook 
and his foreman at the dinner, one crediting the 
staff and the other the manager with the suc- 
cess of the mill. This is somewhat preferable to 
one saying to the other, ‘‘ You can’t get on with- 
out me.” So long as we all row together in the 
same boat we are safe to reach a haven in time. 

I beg to announce to the trade, both on your 
side and here, that Mons. Everling is now exhib- 
iting and will be for another month to come, 
Brissard’s new ruling machines. They are work- 
ing by steam power at 147 Queen Victoria street,

Paper-Makers at Sea, 


Lonpon, June 21, 1879. 
On Saturday last the annual excursion of the 
employes at Snodland Paper Mills, in Kent, was 
celebrated. The workpeople arrange this day’s 
outing principally among themselves, A fund 
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is started, which is in the hands of a treasurer 
appointed by themselves, to defray the railway 
expense, and this money is handed over to the 
railway company, who provide a special train 
and in every way afford what assistance they 
can. After stewing in the boiler-house or friz- 
zling at the evaporating furnaces for a year, it 
is quite reasonable to suppose a “* change of air” 
is no great disappointment. Therefore it is al- 
ways customary to go to a seaside place, where 
the party can be well accommodated. I well 
remember going toa small seaside village in 
Lincolnshire with a party a few years ago, and 
when we were there we found to our horror that 
there was nothing to eat and very little to 
drink. The British workman requires proper 
nourishment, especially when he is at the sea- 
side, so the management very wisely choose a 
good-sized town, where nobody shall starve. 

This year it was determined to go to Brighton, 
the so-called *‘ Queen of watering places.” Who- 
ever gave Brighton that praise was a funny 
being. The Southeastern Railway Company 
** arranged” everything for 5s. there and back, 
a by no means excessive fare. 

The firm, C. T. Hook & Co., take every 
interest in the excursion and nobody works 
harder either in work or play than Eustace 
Hook, who is the leader, guide and companion 
of his men on this of all days. In addition to 
the staff of foremen, engineers, clerks, &c., who 
accompany the trip, several other gentlemen 
were invited by E. Hook, among them being 
the correspondent of THe JOURNAL. 

At 7a. M. the train was to leave Snodland 
station, and a walk through the town at 6 a. M, 
soon convinced me that something was going to. 
‘hwpper, ‘Vhe eecitement grew intense, and at a 
quarter to seven the agony was fully piled up 
The fair sex was well represented, and the holi- 
day attire ‘flaunted gaily on the morning 
breeze” (as some very eminent fellow says.) 
Dresses of dazzling snow whiteness, which had 
undergone special preparations for weeks, and 
set off in gay ribbons of gay colors, were moving 
along the crowded streets toward the station. 
The doors of the houses and shops stood open, 
occupied by the inhabitants about to be left 
alone in the deserted place. Many looked wist- 
fully on, and wished they were going too. As 
the hour drew nigh, the station bell sounded the 
approach of the train, and in a few moments, 
amid thunders of applause and several fog sig- 
nals, the train ** glode” gracefully into the sta- 
tion. In a few moments the carriages were filled 
by some 400 people. Mr. Hook had a special 
saloon carriage reserved for himself and friends, 
and we found very comfortable quarters in 
there. The crush was very great, however, and 
to afford more comfort to others a part of the 
saloon was given up to some passengers who 
were unable to find seats elsewhere. At a few 
minutes past seven the whistle sounded, and 
amid *‘deafening salvos of artillery” (fog sig- 
nals again) and immense cheering, we started on 
our journey. 

We were capital company, I can assure you. 
The very facetious traveler of the firm excelled 
himself, and made everybody laugh. By the 
careful provision of our host, ‘‘ refreshments” 
were discovered, and it appeared as if our saloon 
was fitted up with everything necessary to make 
us happy. We stopped at Maidstone, to put on 
an extra carriage, and then continued our jour- 
ney through the loveliest hop-growing country 
in Kent. At Tunbridge Wells, a charming in- 
land watering place, we reached the Brighton 
Company’s system, and having got a new horse, 
we galloped away in fine style to Brighton. The 
richly-wooded country of Sussex and its grand 
hills excited the admiration of all. The weather 
was everything that could be desired, the sun 
shone brilliantly, the air was beautifully clear, 
while a refreshing breeze helped to cool and 
moderate the fierce heat of the day. 

About 9 o'clock ws entered Lewes tunnel, and 
in a few minutes drew up alongside London 
Road station, where tickets were collected. Of 
course a few had left their tickets in other coat 
pockets, &c., but this little accident was soon 
remedied, and at 20 minutes past 9 Brighton 
terminus was reached. The carriages disgorged 
their freight, and in less than five minutes no 
trace of the excursion was to be seen. 

Brighton is a large town, and is styled by 
some people ‘London by the Sea.” This epi- 
thet is more applicable than the other. Our 
visitors, of course, ‘‘ made tracks” for the beach 
immediately. By a special arrangement with 
the Aquarium Co., tickets at reduced prices 
were issued to the excursion, and as admission 
was only available before 1 P. M., this institution 
soon became a paper mill, only without ma- 
chinery. 

Learned authorities on “ stuff,” “size,” and 
‘the doctor” were soon puzzling over the king 
crabs and sea-anemone. Men who “ knew how 
to make a sheet of paper,” knew nothing about 
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& porpoise, because somebody asked me if it was 
a whale. Others rebuked sharply, and asked the 
t’other man if he had never seen a shark yet! 
Then the cuttle fish, and especially the octopus, 
attracted special attention. 
to enjoy as well, and if the guillemots had only 
consented to dive and exhibit the marvelous 
spectacle these divers present when rushing un 
der water, our paper-making friends would have 
been completely bewildered. 

It was terribly hot, and as there is not a single 
tree in Brighton, there was no escape from the 
sun, except on the pier. Thither, 
many went, and as confession is said to be good 
for the soul, I will acknowledge lying down on | 
a seat and going to sleep for an hour. And why | 
not? Some of our party bathed, some sailed and 
wished they hadn’t; some walked, and some 
talked. Of course, it was the very opportunity 
for a little quiet chat, and in some of the snug 
out-of-the-way corners on the pier, many in 
teresting couples—talked. 

And so the time passed away. There are very 
fine shops to be seen at Brighton, and upon this 
day they attracted more than usual attention. 
There is no trouble to find a decent dining place, 
one of the principal places being known by no 
less a significant name than Mutton’s. 

The hour appointed for dinner was 4:30 P. M., 
and at that moment an excelient dinner was 
served at the Castle Hotel. The staff were en- 
tertained by the firm, and the visitors were the 
guests of the Chairman, E. Hook, of course, 
who was supported by A. W. Jackson, “W. F. 
C.” and E. Bidwell on his left, and Mr. Hobday, 
Mr. Nicols and Mr. Tanner on his right. A. M. 
Flint occupied the vice-chair, and had several of 
the staff on either side. Among the visitors 
who occupied the centre table were several 
friends of the firm, who were connected both by 
social and business ties. 

There was an excellent menu—double courses, 
soups, salmon and soles, sirloin beef and lamb, 
roast fowls and ducks, plum pudding and other 
fancy pastry, new potatoes, asparagus and 
spinach, cauliflower, &c. For dessert, cherries, 
apricots, oranges, apples, nuts, &c. 

After ample justice had been done to the 
above very satisfactory bill of fare, several 
toasts were proposed and honored. The mem- 
ory of the late Charles Townsend Hook was 
proposed in an especially feeling manner by his 
brother, the Chairman, and was drunk in si- 
lence. Nothing could have formed a more im- 
pressive contrast to the gayety of the scene 
than the marked respect shown to the late pro- 
prietor of the mills, who was universally be- 
loved by all. Mr. Flint, in warm terms, pro- 
posed the health of the Misses Hook, which was 
responded to by the Chairman, who, in turn, 
eulogized his staff, and with his usual liberal 
spirit attributed the success of the mills to their 
labors. The most enthusiastic response was 
made to Mr. Madeley, in proposing the health 

of Eustace Hook. The toast was well given, 
and musical honors testified to the hearty recep- 
tion and the strong ties which existed between 
those present and the Chairman. 

Mr. Madeley, an old friend of the firm, spoke 
of the difficulties which had presented them- 
selves to E. Hook. There was the great reputa- 
tion of his brother as a business man, the excessive 
depression of trade, and other influences which 
were well-known to the company present. How- 
ever, in spite of all, and perhaps even contrary 
to expectation, the paper mills were never in 
such a flourishing condition. The health of E. 
Hook was drunk with the greatest possible en 
thusiasm, and it is nothing but truth to say, and 
the writer, who has been for many years in close 
relationship with the firm and mills, will in- | 
dorse the fact with genuine affection. E. Hook 
made a modest reply, and expressed his determi- 
nation to fight away against every obstacle for 
his sister's and his own reputation, and so long 
as he was aided by the staff, he would succeed. | 
The following other toasts were given: ‘‘ The 
South Eastern Railway Company,” and ‘‘ The 
Visitors.” 

Unfortunately rain had set in, and a dreary 
drizzle, not sufficient perhaps to warrant the 
use of an umbrella, but quite enough to be ex- 
tremely uncomfortable, concluded the arrange- 
ments of the clerk of the weather, who seems de- 
termined to spoil every holiday this year.

Obituary. 


THoMAS F. THATCHER. 

The subject of this notice, Thomas F. Thatcher, 
one of the firm of Richard Lacey & Co., 133 
Pear!) street, died suddenly at Saratoga on Mon- 
day afternoon last, aged about 41 years. Mr. 
Thatcher was a native of this city and a gradu- 
ate of Columbia College in the class of 1858. He 
was avery ripe scholar and an accomplished 
man. After he left college he went to Arkansas 
and resided until the civil war broke out, when 
he was appointed a paymaster in the army, 
which position he held until the close of the war.

Failures. 


At the suit of Martin Nixon, of Philadelphia, 
against Ira L. Beebe, judgment was entered up 
against the latter within the past week in this 
city for $12,115. 

Talmadge W. Foster has been appointed Re- 
ceiver of the affairs of Samuel W. Green, 
printer, of No. 18 Jacob street, on the applica- 
tion of Henry A. Burr. His total liabilities 
amount to over $400,000, of which 209,687 are 
secured by chattel mortgage, and $188,400 in 
judgment. Mr. Green’s affairs have been in 
litigation for the past six years. In April, 1869, 
he buught out the business of the old firm of 
John A. Gray & Green, which was established 
in 1856, for $106,000, paying $6,000 cash, the 
balance to be paid in installments. These were 
met until October, 1873, about $35,000 having 
been paid. Mr. Gray brought suit for the 
balance, and obtained judgment for $71,000; 
this was set aside by the General Term of the 
Supreme Court, and the matter was carried to 
the Court of Appeals, which decided in favor of 
Mr. Gray, awarding him judgment for $91,390. 
Anticipating this decision, Mr. Green confessed 
judgment to Henry A. Burr for $96,098, and 
the right of Mr. Green in the business was sold 
out by the Sheriff a short time ago for $346. 
Mr. Burr also held a chattel mortgage on the 
machinery for %202,938, and Mr. Hoe on the 
presses for $6,749. The judgment of Mr. Gray 
has been placed in the hands of the Sheriff, but 
the latter says it will be returned unsatisfied, as 
Mr. Green has sworn that he has no unincum- 
bered property. 

The Denison Paper Manufacturing Company, 
of Mechanic Falls, Me., stopped payment on 
Friday, June 27. This company owns four 
paper mills, one finishing and one rag pulp mill, 
and manufactures book and news paper, having 
as its agents in this city W. H. Parsons & Co. 
It was organized as a stock company in 1873 
with an authorized capital of $500,000, and the 
stockholders from which it derives its name are 
large stockholders in the Evans Rifle Company, 
which is said to have become involved in un- 
profitable contracts, and to have chiefly caused 
its embarrassment. Besides having its real 
estate heavily encumbered, it is said to have 
afloat considerable accommodation paper. 
Among the creditors in this city are Butterworth 
& Smalley, paper-stock dealers, from $10,000 to 
$15,000; W. Irving Clark, chemicals, for a 
smaller amount; Morey & Co., of Boston, chem- 
ical dealers, are also creditors for a considerable 
amount. The officers of the company are A. T. 
Denison, president, and A. C. Denison, treas- 
urer. The company has promised a statement 
of its affairs in a few days. The mills belonging 
to the company are known as the Eagle, Star, 
Diamond, Union, Poland and Androscoggin, 
W. H. Parsons & Bro. and W. H. Parsons & Co. 
have held the agency for these mills for some 
twenty years, but are notand never have been 
stockholders in the company, as has been re- 
ported. W. H. Parsons holds a mortgage for a 

large amount upon the property of the company. 
The mills have not been shut down.

Queries and ‘Replies. 


Query.—What is the difference in the com 
paper making, for instance China clay, pearl- 
hardening, Alpine white, pearl white, Silesian 
white, &c.? 

Ans.—China clay is the silicate of alumina, 
and is principally used in the manufacture of 
delf or crockery ware. 
alums are made from it by boiling with sul- 
phuric acid. All other so-called clays are sul- 
phate of lime, either ground to different degrees 
They may 
be prepared by adding dilute sulphuric acid to 
slaked lime, or rather to the milk of lime, in the 
proper proportions. 

Query.—We can run off over four tons of pa 
per in twenty-four hours, but our stuff pump 
don’t throw pulp enough. It makes forty strokes 
Would it be safe to run it faster / 

Ans.—Better put in another pump, and run 
them both slow—say thirty strokes per minute. 
You will then get an abundant and uniform 
supply of pulp, and have no trouble with pumps 
giving out. 

Query.—What kind and size of steam boilers 
would you advise for a one-machine mill, mak- 
ing 4's tons paper per day, and how much coal 
are we likely to use? Mostly rag stock. 

Ans.—Three return-flue boilers, 4'¢ feet in 
diameter, 16 feet long, with 3-inch flues. It is 
the wisest economy to havea surplus of boiler 
room. With that, 1,750 Ibs. of coal ought to 
make 2,000 lbs. paper, mostly from rags.

Straw-Board Manufacturers’ Association. 


The regular Annual Meeting of the Straw- 
Board Manufacturers’ Association was held at 
the International Hotel, Niagara Falls, June 18, 
1879, W. R. Denny, President, in the chair, and 
J. N. Harrington, acting secretary. The follow- 
ing manufacturers were present, representing 
the firms named; Winchester Paper Company, 
W. R. Denny and C. L. Crum; Lockport Paper 
Company, J. L. Norton and O. M. Butler; Lima 
Paper Mill, B. C. Faurot and J. N. Harrington; 
Kankakee Paper Company, W. Bonfield and F. 
Crawford; Gem City Paper Mill, R. F. New- 
comb; Aqueduct Mill, C. L. Hawes; Virginia 
Paper “Mill, J. A. Eyster; Indiana Mill, 8. Mc- 
Cartney; Akron Straw Board Company, J. F. 
Seiberling; Kearsage Mill, W. S. Davis; Neal 
Bros. & Brooks, J. G. Neal; Union Paper Mill, 
R. 8. D. Hartrick and 8. D. Culbertson; Globe 
Mill, letter authorizing B. C. Faurot; Enter- 
prise Mill, letter authorizing B. C. Faurot; 
Eclipse Mill, Albert Imgard; Elbridge Mill, 8. 
D. Paddack, Jr.; Southford Manufacturing

After some remarks, opportunity was given 
for outside mills to join the Association, when 
M. T. Close & Son, of Iowa City, signed the 
constitution and by-laws, and later, at the close 
of the meeting, Neal Bros. & Brooks also 
signed. 

R. 8. B. Hartrick was elected Assistant Secre- 
tary. 

The Executive Committee then presented the 
following report, which was accepted, and each 
resolution was separately voted upon and 
adopted: 

NraGara Fatuis, N. Y., June 17, 1879. 
To the Steam-Dried Straw-Board Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation: 

Your Executive Committee would respectfully re- 
port that since the last meeting of the Association 
they have held three meetings. The result of the 
first two, viz., December 30, 1878, and February 18, 
1879, was duly reported to the several members of 
the Association by circulars. 

The other meeting referred’ to was held in New 
York City last month, for the purpose of investigat. 
ing some irregularities on the part of some manu- 
facturers and dealers; also to inquire into the condi- 
tion of the trade and market generally. 

We found several manufacturers, not members of 
the Association, selling their product at prices less 
than those adopted by the Association. We also 
found some of the dealers handling like boards in 
violation of the first resolution of your last meeting. 
The same parties, we have reason to believe, have 
sold boards manufactured by members of the Asso- 
ciation at less than Association prices, either directiy 
or by indirect means. In order to meet and correct 
the above named troubles, the committee took steps 
to have all the manufacturers not in the Association, 
as well as the dealers, meet with us upon this occa- 
sion, hoping the difficulties could be met and re- 
moved without resort to coercive means 

The demand for and consumption of boards during 
the season just closed has fully come up to our most 
sanguine expectations. The total stock in the hands 
of manufacturers, dealers and consumers, is evi- 
dently less at the present time than it was at the be- 
ginning of the year. In the meantime all the mills 
in the country have been running within a fraction 
of full capacity, showing the trade to be in a very 
healthy condition as to supply and demand. 

The committee has had correspondence with par- 
ties in England, France and Germany, for the pur- 
pose of getting reliable information as to the straw 
board trade abroad, the result of which is open for 
the inspection of the members of the Association. 

The Committee would suggest action upon the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

That all members be required to place upon each 
bundle of boards manufactured by them, some mark, 
known and designated by the Committee, to enable 
them to recognize the boards wherever met with. 

That the resolution of the last meeting charging 
five dollars extra for all boards numbered over 100, 
be rescinded. 

That the Executive Committee should have ample 
power to regulate the price of lining to meet the 
variation in the price of lining paper, and the cutting 
of prices of lining by parties not members of the As- 
sociation. 

The Executive Committee should have power to 
rate and fix prices for boards made by parties out- 
side of the Association, but sold by recognized
